Regarding applicant's argument that Lea does not disclose forming the sidewall 
but only forms a seam, the sidewall is only the portion of the sheets located one the 
sides which contact to form a seam. Applicant has not claimed that a specific shape is 
formed by the mold or that the entirety of the sidewall contacts the mold but only that 
the wall is formed by the mold, and the wall is only the portions between the top and the 
bottom. 

Regarding applicant's argument that the mold of Lea does not contact the sheet 
to form the sidewall, a portion of the sidewall is the seam, and the mold contacts it. 
Additionally, the formation of the seam forms the sidewall, and therefore the mold 
contacts the sheet to form the sidewall. Finally, since it presses the two sheets together 
to form a seam relatively close to the end of the core, the sheets would exit the portion 
of the mold forming the seam at an angle, as shown in Figure 18, and therefore a 
portion of the sides of the product other than the seam would contact the mold.
